FAIRER TAXATION. 
Ch icago is in a bad way for funds, especial­ 
ly sch ool funds. 
T h e city and county boards of 
education h ave been facing th e necessity of e ith ­ 
er closing down for a couple of m onth s or find­ 
ing new financial resources to tide th e m over 
tem porarily. 
T h ousands of city em ployees in 
various de pa rtm e nts m ay be obliged to ta ke a 
long, forced vacation w ith out pay. 


T h e governor of Illinois, asked to call a 
special session of th e legislature to e na c t re m e ­ 
dial revenue m easures, says th is c a nnot be done 
w ith out increasing th e ta x rate. 
He is unw ill­

O ur constitution w as drafte d w h en Illinois w as 
essentially a n ag ric ultura l state. 
M ost of th e 
property w as in land a nd th e products of labor 
—h ouses, b a rns a nd fa rm im plem ents. 
Since 
t h a t tim e th e c h a ra c te r of our w ealth h a s m a ­ 
terially ch anged. 
B ut th e land, h ouses and 
b arns (and h e m ig h t h ave added, th e ir equiva­ 
lents in city real estate) still bear th e b urden of 
ta xa tion.” 


T h is sam e situa tion exists, in varying de ­ 
grees in m ost of th e oth e r states. 
Only a few 
h ave adopted a m odern system ta xing all pre s­ 
e nt property values fairly, classifying th e m for 
w h atever ra te s can be equitably obtained from 
th em .

TN 15 y ears American foreig n re*

hav e

mendously in importance. Our for­ 
eig n trade has trebled, our foreig n 
inv estments are up to 14 or 15 bil­ 
lions,

citizens are trav eling 
throug h the world by thousands 
and it is ax iomatic that almost any 
economic or political dev elopment 
any where is hound to affect some 
interest of the United States. 
But the foreig n serv ice has nev er 
been broug ht up to the plane of 
those of other nations. 
Eng land, 
oqr principal 
trade riv al nearly 
ev ery where, “ finances” hers. 
Her 
ambassador here has the use of an 
embassy plus $8 0,000 a y ear in sal­ 
ary and allowances. 
Our ambas­ 
sador in London receiv es a house 
and a salary of $17 ,500 with no 
allowances for serv ants, entertain­ 
ment or other similar necessities. 
We hav e a special field of inter­ 


est in Latin America, but a similar 
situation usually prev ails.

THE "MAD PACE" SLOWS DOWN. 


The rush for money is generally supposed to 


be fatal to the finer aspects of culture. One who 
devotes himself to getting rich is not supposed 
.jto be in a good position to develop creative abll- 
\ity in the arts. 


But no less an authority than Charles Han- 


son Towne writes in the current issue of Har- 
per's Bazaar that prosperity and world leader- 
ship are now doing for the United States pre- 
cisely what they formerly did for Greece, for 
Borne and for Victorian England—slowing down 
the mad hurry and scramble for money and 
making us a happier and more cultured people. 


In other words, history is repeating itself. 


The great periods of creative achievements and' 
leisurely contentment in any nation's life nearly 
always follow periods of unprecedented prosper- 
ity and wealth. 


"Thrift and shrewdness are all right in their 


way," writes Mr. Towne. "But it is good to see 
Americans taking things more easily than they 
did of old. A sensible gift for leisure is now 
manifest in our national life. 
We have discov- 


ered that the rush and turmoil which were 
about to kill us are giving way to a sane and vig- 
orous discovery of the fact that all work and no 
play makes Jack a dull boy. 


"Crowds interest me. I never go to the the- 


ater but I wonder what my neighbors' names 
may be, where they live, how they manage and 
what they do when they are not thus on parade. 
The average man in the street, the woman one 
meets in shops, the clerk in the subway, the girl 
with her book, the face glimpsed in a taxi — all 
of these are doing just what you and I are do- 
ing, striving for just three things, food, shelter 
and clothing. Most of us get what we seek. And 
having achieved the three essentials, there en- 
ters .the desire for what Stevenson called the 
little superfluities of life — the glamour, the gar- 
.nishing of the dish, the glint thai makes possible 
the bearing of the common burden." 


In other words, we have reached the point 


where we can afford to give more time to the 
pleasant side of life — and we are making the 
most of it. 


FAIRER TAXATION. 


Chicago is in a bad way for funds, especial- 


ly school funds. The city and county boards of 
education have been facing the necessity of eith- 
er closing down for a couple of months or find- 
ing new financial resources to tide them over 
temporarily. 
Thousands of city employees in 


various departments may be obliged to take a 
long, forced vacation without pay. • 


The, governor of Illinois, asked to call a 


special session of the legislature to enact reme- 
dial revenue measures, says this cannot be done 
without increasing the tax rate. He is unwill- 
ing to do that because the rate is already high, 
and 85 per cent of the taxes in the state are 
taxes paid by real estate, and it-would be wrong 
to'impose any further burden on that class of 
property. 


"The enormous wealth of the state repre- 


sented by 'intangibles,' such as' securities," he 
remarks, "pay proportionately very little tax. 
Theoretically these values are taxed, but1 actu- 
ally they contribute but little to the revenue. 
Our constitution was drafted when Illinois was 
essentially an agricultural state. 
Most of the 


property was in land and the products of labor 
—houses, barns and farm implements. 
Since 


that time the character of our wealth has ma- 
terially changed. 
But the land, houses arid 


barns (and he might have added,' their equiva- 
lents in city real estate) still bear the burden of 
taxation." 


.This same situation exists, in varying de- 


grees in most of the other states. Only a few 
have adopted a modern system taxing all pres- 
ent property values fairly, classifying them for 
whatever rates can be equitably obtained from 
them. There are few public questions really 
more important than this, and few so little 
understood.
